FILIPINOS' PROPOSALS. 

United States to Recognize Their -lude- 
pcndence, But Protect Them 
From Foreign Foes'. 

Manila, Sept. 23.— A careful investiga; 
tion of the attempt to poison Aguinaldo 
shows that the cool; is not dead, as re- 
ported, ami that no priests tire imiilteat- 
ed. as alleged by the insurgents. Sev- 
eral Spanish Casedoros were allowed to 
remain at liberty ut Mnlolos, nnd two 
of them were (inployed in Aguinaldo's 
household. One of these put a packet 
of oxalate of potash powder in the soup, 
tiu! tlie c(jok di'tected it immediately, 
but nobody was injured. A jiacket was 
also round in tlie cazadoro's pocket. 
There is no reason to believe he had any 
accoiniilices. 

The Filipino government projiosed to 
send along a despatch to President Jle- 
Kiuley, protesting against certain alleged 
Spanish mis-statements being eirculnted 
to ■■ undermine the friendship between 
the i'''ilipiuos and the Americans," but 
instead of doing so, they simply .---eiit a 
despatch tendering to the .Vmericaii gov- 
ernineiit and the American people, 
through President Mciviuley, an expres- 
sion of "high esteem of unity and senti- 
ment towards the champions and pro- 
tectors of oppressed iieople. and senti- 
ments of liberty and independence." 

On Tliursday the I'iliniuos intend to 
have a grand festival at Jlalolos, in cele- 
bration of their indepciideiice. 

The Filipinos national asKeiiildy lias 
decided to requeat the .-\niericaiis, first 
to recognize the independence of the 
islands; second, toi establish a protec- 
torate over their external affairs, siiid 
to induce the powers to recognize tlieir 
iiidrptmdonco; third, to appoint a joint 
commission of Americans and Filipinos 
for the arrangement of details to reei- 
proeate the American services.

Quconstown, Sept. 23.— The American 

peace commissioners arrived on the 
Caniiiania to-day. 'J'liere was a con- 
cert on the Campania on Tliiusolay iti 
aid of the seiimeii's charities, Senator- 
Frye presiding. After eloiiiiently ap- 
pealing for stibscM'iptioiis, he referred tf> 
the fact tliat ;!t)() years ago Spain, at the- 
cost of a hundred millions, and with a 
great .-Vrniada, set otit to possess Kiig- 
hind, but, ho added, England, through, 
her suilors, won a victory whieli gave 
her prestige for all time. Continuing,, 
the Senator adverted to the brilliant 
victory of Commodore Dewey at Manila, 
During the course of his remarks on this, 
subject, Senator Frye said the fame 
which that victory won for American 
sailors had gone all over the world, and 
had lifted the name of the United States 
higher than ever before. He concluded 
with remarking: " May God bless 
.■Vmerican nnd British tars. May the 
angel of peace touch your hearts to- 
night." The eoUeetioii netted the sum 
of' .'f.'Uti for the seameirs society, after 
which ".My Country 'Tis of Thee," and 
"God Save the Queen " were sung. 

Sir William lilarrlott then proposed 11 
vote of thanks to the chairman, adding, 
after hearty cheers, that " ]?ritnnnia 
Rules the Waves " should now be am- 
ended so that some word representing^ 
Groat Britain and the United Stales 
may be substituted for Britannia. This 
sentiment was loudly applauded by his 
hearers, who afterwards called for some 
remarks from Senator Davis, who began 
bv saving that the United States and the 
.\i other Country had squabbled in' the 
past, but they were family quarrels only, 
which it \\M liehooved all others to let 
alone. Ho added, impressively, that by 
divine dispensation the last throe months 
had brought about a bettor feeling be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States than ever before, " nnd why not?" 
asked the Senator, who continued: " Wo- 
speak the same tongue, we think much 
the same, and we read the same books.. 
The meaning of all this is that 12."i,000,- 
000 of people, speaking the Knglisli 
tongue ami standing together in thought: 
an^-.purposo, will do more for peiH-e than, 
any war ever waged." 
. Judge Day was then induced to speak,, 
and, with dignity in word and manner, 
he referred to the facJ that while British- 
citizenship has been 11 ready |)assport 
everywhere. American citix.enshii) now 
pone the less furnishes a passjiort every- 
wliei'e equal to any warrant of man- 
hood. The speaker added that he eonhl 
hot talk of their missions, but he hoped 
all would be grntilied to welcome the 
commission 011 its return from the eon- 
siiininatioii of a peace alike -honorable^ to.

WEST INDIES DEVASTATED. 

Hurricanes lOveu More Deadly Than 
First Iteported— Islands Prac- 
tically Itnined. 

Kiiigst<iii, .laniaica, Sept. 2:!. — Mail ad- 
vices which reached here to-day brought 
details of the hurricane disaster at the 
islands of St. Yineent, St. Lucia and 
Barbadoes, showing that tbe lirst .-ic- 
couiits were not exaggerated. 

At St. A'incelit about ;10(I lives vere 
lost, not counting llie loss of lil'e snlfered 
through the destriictioa of siiiiiping. The 
coast is strewn with wrecks ot v>;'ssels. 
The storm raged from H) o'cbn;k In ihe 
morning of September 11, uniil 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, complete'y wrecking 
the island. 

At the capital, KIngstoa, fully 2O0 
houses were demolisiiod. Tlironglnait 
the island the destruction was on a 
wholesale scale, nearly all ihe plantations 
and buildings beiag razed .ind obliterat- 
ed. A dozen towns or villages \\ere de- 
stroyed. No approximate estimate of 
the damage lias been rcpijrted, but the 
island is practically ruined. 

St. Lucia snfl'ercd mostly from r.iiii 
and landslides, the deluge lasting ten 
hours. Thirteen lives were lost. The 
full extent of tbe damage has not been 
computed, but it is mucli less than in St. 
\'iiicent. 

The hurricane struck the island of Bar- 
badoes on the loth, completely wrecking 
that Hat, exi)osed island and sweeping 
away ten thousand houses, while damug- 
iiig "thousands more. This left three- 
quarters of the population homeless. 
Over 100 were killed, so far as known.

CHARGES_SPECIFIED, 

A Miner Tells How He was Treated by 
Dawson Ofllcials. 

The first charges made against Uie 
Canadian oUicials in the Yukon were of 
a general nature. The last few issues 
ot Dawsou papers, however, contain the 
experiences of miners with oilicials, Iho 
letters being signed by the men who 
make the charges. Here is a letter that 
appeared in the Klondike Nugget, or 
Aug. :!1: ^ . 

]<:ditor Nugget:— Having read the iir 
tide in vour paper concerning tin 
"Dominion muddle" I wish to relate i 
few circumstances on that "subject my 
.■,elf. Just after losing acclaim on Pxi- 
iiaiiza which I had re-located, and after 
beiag refused the return of my .'^U^ re- 
cording fee, I went over to Dominion. A 
few days prospecting and I found what 
I at lirst took to be a vacant fraction. 
Careful cruising showed it to bo a whole 
claim. WHien I staked the claim I 
blazed my tree in the presence of two 
witnesses.

1 
came to Dawson but could not get it re- 
corded though I stood in line with the 
tliormometer marking -10 degre<'s below- 
zero.

I asked him if I couldn't go and 
j)rospect tbe claim and build a cabin. He 
said tlie first staker would ludd the 
ground and I eonldii'L get it until it was 
ollicially surveyed. T>ater on I asked him 
when Dominion would be surveyed and 
he said it might be a year, two years <ir 
never. From the first I have always 
believed there were some treachery in- 
tended on the first stakers of Dominion 
creek and time will tell whether or not I 
am mistaken. Once 1 Rot into tho oHiee 
without standing days and days in line 
and I saw and old genvleinaii copying the 
records of one of the civrRS— I iliink it 
was Sulphur. I askeil Mr. Bolhm it by 
paymeni of a 'fe(> or in any other way a 
man c(mld obtain the right to lo<jk nt the 
records. He said: "Woil, yes; but what 
do yiju want to'knrvw."

I consider the men that located on the 
unrecorded claims of Dominion to be a« 
respeclabh' and law-abiding a class of 
citizens and subjects as ever entered the 
lukon valley, and fully entitled to tho 
Utmost consideration. 

How long are such things lo go on in 
thi.s'way? How much longer must we 
wait? What can the feelings be of n 
prospector who has put in months of

clHeiahsm as prevails in Dn^vsonV

L>\il 
iOaslorii pciipk' do not uudcrsland this. 
1'hcy iuv not :il)lo to conceive of the 
I'.Kistence of .siieh u perfectly character- 
less aii<l irresponsihh' paiu'r as the I'ro 
■v'ince, ami we can hardly suppose that 
tlie Olohc would have printetl the uhovc 
paragraph, if it had known how utterly 
false it is. 

In the first place there is no Chinose 
exclusion law, -whicli is a dead hotter 
])y ronson of the opposition of any local 
anagnnto or any one else. In the next 
])Iuce the Glolie ought to know that the 
{)a8sage and enforcement of a Chinese 
exclusion law voiild rest with the Do- 
juinion fjovernnient, and that the in- 
sinnatiiin that siich a law is allowed to 
jL'iuaiu II dead letter here, hecause of 
JMr. Diiiisiiiuir's inlluence, is a direct re- 
flection upon the ofllfiala of the fedonil 
s,'overnnu"iit and upon that government 
:itself. 

Hut wo have no desire to avoid the 
.jioiut which the Provliici> seeks to make, 
jind will therefore state it more clearly 
for tile inl'orniiilidii of the (ilobe and 
any one else who has been misled by the 
misrepresentations of certain Kritish 
>Ooluiubia papers. There is a local stii- 
lute in British Colnmbin, which pro- 
tliibits the oniployment of Chiiu-se nn- 
• dei'groinul in conl mines. Mr. Duiis- 
Jniiir is the niana.:,'er of very extensive 
■coal mines, and in the employ of the 
•companie.s opiMiitin^' them are Chinese. 
A few of theui an' eniployed as miners, 
M'coiving precisely the same pay as 
white minors receive. Others are om- 
'ployed ill other capacities. A con.-iider- 
;al>le nninlier of them are enii)loyeJ by 
nniiers llieinsidves. 'The miiu'r in order 
1o nialii' as iniicli niniiey as possilili'— 
v.liicli is a liiiiilihle thin? even in a 
■coal iiiiiior — does not load the conl on to 
the cars, but eiiii)loys Ohiii.iinen for that 
purpose, conOning liin own labors to 
lilnstiiig out the coal. In this 'way he 
can e:irn more money and earn it more 
easily tli:iii if lie did all the woi'k Iiim- 
sclf. Me pays (he Chinamen whatever 
they are willing to work for, and the 
mine owner lias nothing to do with the 
.matter. The local slatntc above re- 
feri-ed lo is desii;ned to prevent ("hiiia- 
■mcn who are themselves miners. lh(> as- 
:8i!ttauts liircd by miners and all others 
from being employed under ground in 
-«onneclii)ii with conl miniiiK'. When the 
'law was pMssed. Jlr. I)uiisniuir vei'y 
ipromptly consulted counsel as to its 
■constitutionality. We fancy the Gloho 
T.'ill not deny that he was within his 
lights in doiii.; this. The summary ilis- 
cliarge of a miiiiber of employees, fur 
no fault (>r theirs and whose services 
give th(-ir employer satisfaction, is not n 
very ngrecalile tiling and not always 
(luiti- coiivonieiit, and if an employer h;'- 
lieveil (hat an illegal allen)|)t was being 
ni.adc to deprive Iiini of his riglns in tliis 
pa ■.•!ii-nla r. lie would aseerlain what his 
ii;;lits were tinder the law, if he had 
n particle of s|iiirit.' This Mr. 
r>unsmuir has done, and for that piir- 
])ose a test case has been begun, jind 
will now shortly he proiioiiiiced ii])oii by

" •ployers of Cbiilbse Jnbor in the Domin- 
ipn, not a word has over aiipeaied in 
.the press supporting (he jiresont govern-' 
' niont, in caaidi'iiiiiation of it.s action in 
that regard, which perhaps may be in 
pari acconuled fur by the lact that the 
-ijiii'.iiase.r oi' the company liirgcly contrib- 



uted to the success of the present govern- 
ment party, and in part by the fact that 
Mr. Semliii, the premier of the present 
government, has always cinploj-ed Chi- 
nese and no one else upon his rauoh. Mr. 
Duiisniuir was, on the other hand, a sup- 
porter of Mr, ■Tiirner's^^miiiiatr.v-, and 
\ras ill fact a successful candidate at the 
last election; but when wo toll the 
t;Uibe that his ojiponeiit was one of his 
own eiiiidoyees, and that he remained 
such until he gave iii) his position of 
his own accord after the election, which 
was a very friendly contest, so far as 
the candidates wore concerned, wo think 
it will admit that it might find some bet- 
ter business than Ii'iiding its powerful 
aid to misrepresenting Mr. Duiismuir be- 
fore the(pedpl(i..of Eastern. Canada. It 
is tpiite true that 3[r. l")unsmuir repre- 
sents very large private interests. I'r(d)- 
ably they are as !ar;.'e as those of any 
one [irivate concern iu Canada: but 
that he has ever claimed any right to 
ilifl'erent treatment under the law to that 
enjoyed by others, or has been ucem-ded 
any exceptional treatment, is a shmdi 
upon him and upon the administration 
of the law in lliis [irovince.

t ransp()rlati()n conipaiiies in (he I'acilic 
Northwest lliiiik it worth while to pro- 
vide for is proper idaces where [lasseu. 
g(>rs can wait until the time of depar- 
ture comes, or can remain temporarily 
at the end of their journey. Thus 
Seattle passengers arc dumped out of 
cars upon a broad wharf, with half a 
dozen railway (racks running along i 
.^t the steamboat wharves there, no she 
ter worthy of the name for passenger 
exist. Victoria Is just as bad so far a 
the steamers go. Suppose one has occa- 
sion to go to a steamer to meet a friend 
arriving by it. There is no place to go 
to. except on the unprotected wharf, 
wher(> confusion Is rendered worse con- 
founded by noisy hotel runners. Slip 
pose an arrival is a lady and a strangei 
to the place. She expects frienils t( 
meet her. There is no place where sin 
can wait for them, or whore they can 
go and wait for her. She must, if It is 
night, push her way out among the 
crowd and be subji'cteil to (he inipordi- 
nities of the hotel runners, and iu tin 
confusion may miss her friends, as oflcn 
happens. Then, as everyoiw knows, (Ik 
hour of a steamer's arrival cannol al- 
ways be told in advance. To guard 
against the inconvenience resulting every 
day to people, by reason of (his nncer- 
taiiity. there ought to be a place al each 
s(eainl)oat wharf. where iiasseiigers 
could wait the arrival of friends. The 
present arrangement, or rather v:ifi\t of 
arraiigenieii(, is had enough in dayli^rhl 
;iiid line weather. It is simply alioiniu- 
able a( night and when it is raining. \\'e 
suggest that Ihe steamship couiiianies 
ought (o (ake (his matter up and renieily 
the evil. 



ALL NOT SI';UK.\I';. 

Prominent local labcrals m.ake no coii- 
cealuKMit of tlie fact that the inlerual 
condition of their party is far from 
serene. There have been many iiiutter- 
ings of discontent for some time, but, 
since the last judicial appointment, they 
have risen (o a very (lis(iiiguishablc 
I'horns.

(piite a big book, but it is a padded, at- 
lenaaleil, indeteriiiiiiate, niunimilied sort 
of tiling, with no guts in it at all to 
speak of — but it cost a lot of money. If 
the I'roviiicial Jliiieralogisl cannot be 
iiiailc niori^ useful than he has been, 
then he shouhl be tired and the' money 
turned to better purposes. 

On March 20 last the Critic referred 
to this same report in the following lan- 
guage; 

'i'he aniiuiil report of the I'rovincial 
Ministry of Mines for 18117 reflects the 
greatest credit upon Its indefatigable 
compiler, Mr. .William A. Carlyle, the 
I?rovincial Mineralogist. Mr. Carlyle's 
report is notable in many respects, but 
especially remarkable for its nujdera- 
tioii, wliich at one and the same time 
evidences the ciiinpiler's scrupulous care 
to ensure all attainable accuracy, and 
shows that onr Provincial .Mineralogist, 
who vacates oillci? early in Aiiril, has a 
thorough mastery of his subject. * • * 
Thi> above is but one of the many preg- 
nant warnings and suggestions to min- 
ing investcns and wouhl-be investors 
<'oiitaineil iii the Provincial Mini'ralo- 
•.'isl's report, to which ve cannot hope 
even to begin to do justice ill one issui' 
of Ihe Mining Critic, and to which, 
(berefia-e, we shall hereafter frequenlly 
recur for (dllciiil mining information of 
special value, because carofillly and 
above all impartiality compiled by a 
skillful specialist. 

It would be like painting the \\\y to 
add anything bv way gf cominciit to 
these two (luotatioiis. It ::> more to 
the purpose to iiuinire why such a change 
came (jver the spirit of the Critic's dream 
between March 'M and September 17 
We do not have to search far for the 
reason, for the Critic itself supplies il 
in th(i demand that the money, spent 
iu connection with the I'rovinciai liiireaii 
of Mines, shall be turned over to tli 
Cliamber of Mines recently organized in 
Vancouver. A grosser example of iu- 
consislency and gall it would be dillicuK 
to discover.

BRITISH IN EGYPT. 

Distances on the Nile and in the Soudan. 

Distances on the Nile arc as yet a very 
uncertain iiuantKy. I'e(v,-cen any two 
given poilils following l!'e ;;enenil (■oiirsi 
of the Nile there arc (iili'en in es of iiiiles 
in the statenient of supposed ant Imrit ies. 
At high Nile, wlien the general cniirse 
can bo followed in sailing vessels, it is an 
an exceedingly winding one. .\t low .Nile 
when rocky liarriers and reefs make it 
necessary for vessels to wind in ami out 
among them, the course is extnanely tor- 
tuous, and the sailing distances becomes 
almost doubled. Above Khartoum wliere 
the lloating vegetable matter, or "sud." 
as it is called, makes a labyrinth of the 
river which is many miles wide in placi's. 
the course of vessels between any two 
vary by tens of miles at times. 

During whole sen sons the Nile above 
I'ashoda, which is really a great shallow 
lake covering an area of hundreds of 
miles, becomes completely blo(d;ed up by 
the "sud." and a passage through has to 
be cut for vessels. 



OMDURMAN AND IVORY. 

A not improbable result of the fall of 
f)mduriiiau is a slump in ivory. Daring 
the (widve years of Slatin Bey's captivity 
in that city of straw huts he was an eye- 
witness of the piling up .of .the spoils 
of tyranny in th(! palace* . The wealth of 
a grea^ part of the Upper Soudan con- 
sists of slavbs and ivory— or rather con- 
sisted, for tlic.laiid has boon swept hare 
by .thCt Khallifa. Slaves were at times a 
dtng'^bn the innrkot, rind the Khalifa had 
a short way " of . reducing the number. 
Of the value of ivory he has always hud 
a keen appreciation. Be looks upon his 
ivory store as a'specles of sinkiug fund, 
and tliere is. cTcrj' reason to believe 
that his accumulation is intact. Besides, 
the .Nile and .Suakim trade routes have 
been, effectually burred for many years. 
If Slatin is right, there ought to ho Ivory 
enough at Omdurninn to flood the mar- 
ket. As every one knows, the demand 
for Ivory in these days far exceeds the 
supply. It will be curious if one of tin' 
first fruits of Gen. Kitchener's success is 
the cheapening of knife handles, billiard 
balls, inlay work and pianoforte keys. 
Dieppe, which is now the chief ivory fac- 
tory of Europe, should be Interested in 
an inventory of the loss Oindurman.— 
London News.

I>iiiil:i|), is one of the latest arrivals 
fidiii Dawson. lie says that all the 
claims on All fiohl Creek and Too 
Much (iold (j'reek are turning out well 
and it is aiiticiiiateil among the miners 
that the gold on these creeks will be 
found as plentiful as on I'^ldorailo and 
other rich placers. lie says that Bo- 
nanza gold is still coniiiiamling the high- 
est market price for its pureuess and 
richness and that it is anticipated the 
placers of this creek will be found to be 
as productive as to quantity as Eldo- 
rado. 

"Dawson is not llio finest ])lace in the 
world to live," said he, " and for that 
reason I predict that there will be a 
i;reat sale of properties within the next 
year or two. Nearly all the old-timers 
who took up claims on the Klondike two 
years ago liave got all the wealth they 
care to handle and being comfortable 
fixed for the rest of their lives arc 
anxious to sell out and go' away for 
giiod. They w;int lii^; prices for their 
claims— .fKKI.dOII bein^' tlie rilling qilota- 
tioii for I'iich claim. A good many of 
the best claims on file Klondike sidd at 
the begiiiiiiii;,' of the strike for sums 
from .*10,(I0II to .'?L'."),()I)(), but these days 
are past. There is not a locator on 
I'oiioiiza or lOldorailo, who conid not 
have sold his biddings at any time with- 
in the jiast year for .'j'.'iO.OOO up and now, 
after the claims have been worked for 
two years and liniidreils of tlionsanils of 
dollars worth of gold has been taken ftut, 
they can be sold for .i!100,000 or more 
each." 

Mr. Dnnlap says that Dawson is good 
for many years yet He believes that 
it will continue to be the greatest mining 
camp in the world from her placers 
alone long after the present generation 
has passed away. lie is confident that 
quartz will be found on the Klondike, or 
in that district, very shortly .and says 
Hint indications point to quartz dis- 
coveries everywhere throughout the 
Yukon valley, 

^ .Tnseph Monteitli, of Hants county, X. 
S., is now one of the claim-owners on 
Boiiaii'/a creek. He returned from the 
North with his biotlier-in-l.iw, Robert 
Douglas. The.i left Dawson on Sop- 
temb.^r 4 by the Columbian and at White 
Horse changed to the Nora, the trip out 
being uneventful. Jlr. Montoith is a 
mani apparently between 50 nnd 60 years 
of ago, and the rough life In the Dawsou 



country told on his heallli. comiielliiig 
him to leave. His son, however, remains 
to work the Bonanza creek claim. .\s 
for the situation in Dawson, he says 
that the dissatisfaction over the idlicials 
is wide cast in the Klondiki' country, and 
as he expressed it, the peoiile there are 
almost verging on rebellion, and some- 
thing will have to be done at once to 
straiglili'ii things out.

Only the olli- 
cials liiiow what ground is taken iii) and 
what is open, and, therefore, an ollicial 
with the right to stake oat claims for 
himself has a pull that may very easily 
be abused. .Mr. t)gilvie bad reached 
Dawsiiii some days before .Mr. Monteitli 
left, hilt .Mr. Aloiiteitli did not know 
what action the commissioner was tak- 
ing yet.

ATLIN LAKE IS GOOD. 

Kncoiiraiiiiig Iteports From the 
IJritish ('o'.ambia Camp.

l''riiiii all reports, the liiscoveries in 
the Atliii lake district, in iiortlierii Brit- 
ish Columbia, are tiirning out well. In 
a letter received on the Amur, Mr. Olive, 
of the Bennett Lake coiiiiiany, states 
that he saw a -S-iTd nngj-'ct that the in- 
spector of police assured him had been 
taktii from I'iiie creek. Another miner 
is reiiiirteil to have bad an even larger 
iiii>;;;ct. Charles It. Oiibridge has late 
news Irom his business associates imw 
in the digj:ings, which coiiliriii llie slate- 
iiieiilK of oilier parlies recenlly arriving. 
It seems that Kidd is founil in plenty on 
all the creeks so far worked, while the 
Kold-hcariiig country is very iiiiicli larger 
than was supposed until late prospect- 
ing showed lip the fact. It is now 
known that it extends from below Dis- 
covery on Pine up to .Surprise lake, and 
covers laucli of the territory embraced in 
the different streams flowing into that 
magnificent body of water. Surprise 
lake is estimated to be 7."> miles long, 
and niaii.v streams enter it on either 
side, all of which so far prosiiected show 
np rich in gold. In the district so far 
known to iie gold-bearing there is room 
fur .-lO.dlJil miners, and many old miners 
state that the diggings will rival the 
Klondike, and will hold the attention of 
the world next year, as the Klondike 
did the past season. 

.\lr. Onbi.'iilge represents Sergeant 
l)a\is, who owns tiie towiisite of Lake 
Bcniu'lt. In cDiiipaiiy with Cajit. Cart- 
writ;ht, who is in charge <d' the mounted 
police at Log Cabin, he was the first to 
cross Touclii lake in a canoe, and he and 
the captain hold the peiiant for a recoril- 
breiikiiig trip from Bennett to the new 
gold tieUls. Capt. Cartwriglit and Mr. 
Onbriilge own claims on both Birch and 
Pine crei'kK, while Si'rgl. Davis has 
what is coiishlered the richest claim on 
Pine. Dr. Mitcliel, formerly of the 
steamship Tartar, also has some very 
rich properties in the. district. Mr. 
Oubridge was the first to estiililish a gen- 
eral store in ihc new diggings on Pine 
creek. This establishment is located oil 
the townsite of Pine Crei'k City, where 
now great activity in building and other 
improvements are going forward. It 
immediately adjoins Discovery claim, 
surfoimding which are tier upon tier of 
fabulously rich claims, from some of 
■\vhich nuggets varying in value from if! 
to ?15 are frequently found. 

The town of Pine Creek City was lo- 
cated by Sergt. Davis, who was among 
the first on the ground when the gold dis- 
coveries were made, and he had his pick 
of the locality. 

Weston Coyiiey. writing from .\tliii 
City, says: " Since writing yon, many 
of the Btampeders to Wright's creek have 
returnc<l, and they bring the most clow- 
ing reports of the amount of coarse 
gold to be found there. The locators of 
the Discovery are 11. Blinkinsliip. V. 
Welsh, .1. Welsh, and .1. AVright. The 
first named came down last nif,'hf with 
<vver .i<lOO worth of gold, nearly all of 
it nuggets. He paid the reconliiiK fee 
with a .i!12 nugget and he says that sev- 
eral larger than thin have been taken 
out, lie is this morning liiirriedly coii- 
strncthig a rocker. When he left SU.ig- 
way, Gns at the German liaUery tossed 
hini a canvass bag, and said in sportive 
derision, "(let that filled." Blinkinsliip 
says he will fill it during tlie next few 
weeks, and shake the yellow metal in 
derisioa "of Gus. Town hits at Atliii 
are now going off like hot cakes, and 
throe or four buildings are in course of 
construction. 

".Tnck Shoppard yesterday sold his 
Pine creek claim, a short distance above 
Capt. Sperrv's bench clahn, for .^SiiiOO 
cash, lie iiiid already taken out of it 
about .?;!,()00. P. .1. Ohristenson and his 
inirtiiers were down this morninR aftijr 
supplies.

The C. P. N. Co.'s Princess Louise, ar- 
riving from the Nurtli yesterday morn- 
ing, brought as passengers the officers 
and crew, save captain and first niatC: 
of the veteran coasting stcanier Barbara 
Boscowitz, whicli after unbroken innnun- 
ity from serious mishap during tlie fif- 
teen years in which slio has seen 
continuous service in northern waters, 
is DOyf lying submerged off Kitahlab, at 
the moil Ui of the Slieeun river. The ac- 
cident occurred on the 16th instant, 
while the steamer was Nortli-bound and 
light. Leaving the Indian village of Kit 
ahldb, she sheered in u strong tide and 
struck a rdclc'nt the top of high water, 
heeling over as the tide fell, and filling 
by the hatches, Tlie greater part of the 
cargo had previously been discharged 
and by bard work on tbe part of the 
vrew, the' remainder ot the freight was 
got out. No one was in danger, and as 
the 8j[eamer still Inings by the rock tliere 
does .not seem to be any insuperable ob- 
stacle to floating her, tlie location being 
a sheltered one, with ten fathoms of wa- 
ter off the'pinioning rock. Capt. Steele, 
who .with his mate is standing by tlie 
ship, does not incline to this opinion, 
however, and • sends.-' word that he fears 
the vessel will be a total loss. The great 
ditBculty to salvijg is the awkward posi- 
tion in which .the ship is lying. What 
operations will^tie undertaken cannot be 
determined for several days. 

Tbe Barbara Boscowitz was one of the 
most successful coasting craft in the 
Pacific North-west, and had earned lier 
value many, many times over. She was 
Imilt at Foster's yard, upper Victoria 
harbor, by McCnIby Smith, for Capt. J. 
D. Warren, and made her first trip on 
the 3rd of .A-ug., IS&i. Subsequently 
Mr. H. Saunders acquired a lialf-interest 
in the vessel which was originally in- 
tended for the seal and walrus hunting 
with steam power as an auxiliary only 
On the burning of the Oraiipler just be- 
fore the vessel was ready for launchinj; 
iijipor works were built on the schooner 
;ind she was placed in the coasting trade. 
She was 120 feet in length over all, by 
20 beam and 22 deep in the hold. Her 
engines were 9V^ x 18 x 18, and renewed 
only last ytar. 

Captain J. D. Warren, for whom the 
■ Boscowitz wan built, was her first 
commander, being succeeded in ISSii 
by the late Captain Jaegers, who 
at the expiration of the year gave way to 
< Captain S. WUUams, who has the record 
of .never having had nn accident from 
that time until last year, when he n-- 
tired from active service and gave the 
wheel to Captain Steele. 'J'he ship lia.s 
been owned latterly by a syndicate of 
Victorians headed by Captain Williams, 
and was valued roughly at .$20,000.

There are those who prevert the meaning 
of I'lTtaln words, and atleinpis to so con- 
slrue them as lo lit their own iiartlcnhir 
Idens or holiliy. II Is this deteriiiliiatlon 
to deceive themselves, along with others, 
that they pretend to Iiislriiel: that Is, to 
re|iresent. lint when men and women de- 
llhorately shut their eyes to the proper In- 
tention of a word and spltefnll.v determine 
to «ee In words no meaning that does not 
salt the taste of their hobby, then I say If 
tliey have brains to think, let them tbiuk. 

We have In this province a class i>t fa- 
natics, calling themselves the W. C. T. V.. 
the "c" standing for Clirlstliin, ot course. 
These women make a piovlnchillsni of the 
word teB»peranc<», . . Why., they .call It Chrlst- 
hiii they ■ do " not try' to explain. When 
Christ snId be temperate In all things. It Is 
doubtful If among the many things In th 
use of which men were Intemperate he evei 
tlionght of nieoholle spirits. From BIbl 
niconnts lie and the Father never held 
drunkenness In very severe censure. When 
Sodom was Imrlod the onl.v man that wiis 
thouKlit worth saving was a dninknrd. 
When the flood drowned nearly all nn-n, a 
drunkard was saved to people It. ChrlHt 
himself, according to the Bible, was held 
III rejiute ns a wlhe-hlbhcr. I have not a 
pnrtlele of faith that Christ was a drlnk- 
big man. He made wine, however. If the 
Hook be true, whbdi was highl.v praised by 
ant. ;jJrC)lil.v-.»]niIC drnnk; doubtless It had 
plenty of "music" In It, or a iiiaii of the 
company had not praised It so Kiiperlor to 
that to which was due Ids drmikenness. The 
Christian tomperaiicn fanatics of this day 
thinks that tpmpernnee Is RynomynoiiH wltli 
total nbstlnnnco, and that It applies only 
to Romething to drink; to take a glass of 
older or to use a little brandy sauce Is to 
he Intemperate: but to eiit eiioiuili iit one 
meiil to Inst all day, to eat late siipiierK, 
to put a No. .'! shoe on a No. .I foot, to brim; 
Into the world more children than pnrenfs 
can riMisoniiblv hope. to clothe and educate, 
to tiilk of dylm,' of thirst In preferenci> to 
using a glass of beer, and then to swallow 
a KlasH of reeking, rancid Beaver Lake 
wnler (containing more ceriiis of dlsi'iise 
lliiiii all the beer In the I'ltv, without know- 
Ini; what It Is, so loiif; hh It eontiiliis no 
iilcnliol). This Is the (Christian teinper- 
ance tiincht by those whom mlnconstrne 
the moaning of the words; but the deluded 
fanatic sees no remedy, hnt coercion, and 
shouts "Christian tempcrnnee" with n pro- 
hibition paper In one hand and a holy BIblu 



In the other. How ^*'°'"'"> 
child, who can even read a little, can pre- 
tend to believe the teachings of that Bible 
and to road them, and at the same time 
to believe In total abstluance iind prohibi- 
tion.

No true (Uirlsthin 
could resist them; hat ( Inlstlans do not

"(!lve strong drhik unto him that Is 
readv to perish, and Win- unto hltn- them 
iiiat"be of heavy hearts; l?t him drink and 
forget Ills poverty and roinomber his misery 
no more"— I'rov. .'{1-117. This excuses all 
drniikeiiness, poverty, misery, ready to 
perish, heavv heart. 'What else dhl over 
a man driiik for'.' And drunk to-day he 
Clin use the same excuse to-morrow. Are 
vou iioor, inv friend'i 'riien use strong 
dring and I'eel rich a while; the next day 
vou will not only feel poorer than ever, yon 
win be s.-^i, lull If yon can raise 2.') cents yon 
may (If yon arc a Christian), piously drink 
vonrscdf rich awiln. Do you fool heavy- 
hearted, miserable? Then, my Christian 
friend. It Is von duty to (,'et drunk. Don't 
go about down In the lip, when the Lord 
bath provided a remedy and hath Instruc t- 
ed thee In Ids Holy Book to iiso It. ICvcry 
'.cure; aggravates the disease, but, iiovit 
mind, when voiir money Is gone yon can 
sober np or stand the bar-keeper off for tbe 
drinks, , . ' 

Hi re are some other tCXtSt "Wlno that 
niaketh gbid the heart of man" (Psalm 
elv. iri.l "Wine that elieereth God and 
man (.ludgcs, !l, i:!.) Destroy It not, for a 
blessing It Is: Co thy way. eat thy bread 
with Jov and drink thy wine with a merry 
heart, for (iod now aceepeth thy works 
(Hee. 1(1-7.) 'I'liou shall, plant vlneyarcls 
and drink the wine thereof" (Ams, !l-l-t.) 
Manv other texts could he cited to prove 
Ihiit the Bible approve of wlne mid strong 
drinks. 

The malorllv of the Lord's missionaries 
In the. past liuvc tried to gladden tbe 
heathen heart bv using the means divinely 
siifinesled, with the help of epiiiin. which 
the T.ord did not know ot when he gave 
us the above lielpflil texts. But these fa- 
natics, whose Ideas are essentially aiitl- 
Chrlstlaii, would let ns remain heavy-heart- 
ed, miserable and poor, without oven the 
remedy their own God so frequently recom- 
mended.

It la 
Impossible to keep spirituous liquors out 
of British Columlila; moreover, to forbid Is 
to Invite disobedience, and this Is ancient 
history. Do these agitators know that 
the use of morphine, opium, cocaine and 
other narcotics Is frightfully Increasing'/ 
Can they not see that by doharrlnir wine, 
beer, etc., that this worse evil will be 
Iiicre;ised, and possibly anil probably more 
(rinii's created, iiiid Indeed encouraged? It 
seems as If relli;loiis corporations were 
I'.'iiullng themselves to grasp the civil pow- 
er; in fact, to govern the people, as In 
the by-cone days. There Is too mncti of 
this ulre.idy In Canada. Wherever churches 
rail' there Is but .slow or no progress. 

What the people* want they will have. I.e., 
their rights and freedom maintained, AVhnt 
the peiiiile don't Want and won't have Is 
a pnihllilt Inn law, branding all as legal 
criminals who dare take a glass of wine, 
either at home or elsewhere, and they don't 
want to see their cities ruined, thrdr streets 
niifreiiui'iited, and the few wayfarers as 
dlsm.'.l and sombre as those who wrousbt 
the ruin.
